THE RUSSIAN MISSION AT OABUL 


“The Temps publishes the translation of g 
letter from Tashkend in the Russki Mir, 
giving an sccount of General Siolletoff’s 
Mission to Cabuli— + 
” The object of the Mission is sald to have 
been to establish commercial relations with 
Afghanistan and India, and to thank Shera 
Ali for the manner in which he had behaved 
towards Russia during the Russo-Turkish 
war, The Mission ‘arrived at Cabul on 
Aug..

ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 
A very important decision in regard: to

of the committee, but ‘ultimately their 
report was adopted, In ‘a..short time, 
therefore, the publio will be able to judge 
for itself of the merits of the naw-mode 
of lighting from actual. experlment made 
ona scale not unworthy of o great metro- 
polis like London. Tho subject of the 
electric “light was alto before the City 
Commission of Sewers.a day or two since, 
when a report unfavourable to {ts use in 
the City, on account of ‘the cost, was pre- 
sented*by Mr Haywood; the engineer to the 
Commission. This report was adopted, but 
it was decided to experiment with the light 
in front of the Royal Exchange.and on the 
Holborn Viaduct. . The Times office has 
already been lighted by the electric light, 
the Invention adopted being that of Mr 
Rapleff. On the first important trial six 
lights were kept burning in one circuit, and, 
in the presence of Lord Richard Gros- 
venor and a large party of gentlemen, they 
were blown out and instantly reignited au- 
tomaticelly. The lights were lowered juat 
the same as in the case of ordinary gas, 
They-wore put out altogether,and each one 
separately, at the desire of the spectators. 
The office is, it is said, to be completely 
lighted up with the- electric light. It is 
stated’ that Mr Edison’s patents for tho 
sub-division of the electric light were filed 
in the Patent Office in London on Oct. 23, 
and that as son ss the legal formalities 


have been completed the experiments with | 


the invention will be made publicly. 


DOUBLE PIANOS, 

At the Covent Garden Promenade Con- 
certs, on Oot. Zi, a new instrument was 
played for the first time, for which its pro- 
mofters claim the proud title of “ pianoforte 
of the future.” oa 

Its most striking feature is sufciently 
indicated by the name “double” pianoforte 
there being two keyboards instead of one, 
and in connection with these, two separate 
actions, The double keyboard is, of couree, 
not absolutely new; every ordinary organ 
possesses it, But a little careful watching 
of the player's bands will.discover.to the 
verios} tyro in musio that the peouljarities 
of the new instrument do not end here, For 
those hands, as they slide from the lower to 
the higher board, and tive verad, will bo 
found to produce notes of a very different 
nature, the corresponding keys of the two 
boards “being, in fact, placed in reversed 
order fo.enoh. other, To speak. more plainly, 
on.the lower keyboard the notes ‘follow in 
the ordinary sequence ‘on. proceeding from 


low to high, -but on the upper keyboard 
}-this order is evereod the low ‘octaves bein, 


on the right and the high octaves on the lett 
hand of tha player, The reason: for’ such 
an arrangement is obvious enough, Suppose 
‘ing @ player wishes to exeoute a sdcoesaion 
of: sdales with the left hand alone... He 
wold in that case bi a at the extreme left 
of the lower keyboard, proceed to about the
